Twelve and one-half mills was fixed 
by the passage of a Ixirough ordinance 
Wednesday 
evening 
by 
the 
Town 
Council at their 
first regular session 
of 
the new year. 
The 
assessment 
rate is 
one-half a mill over the rate 
for U»20 
The increase was deemed 
necessary by the Council to meet the 
additional expense incurred by 
the 
interest on borrowed money needed to 
finance the 
Borough’s 
share of the 
street 
improvement 
this 
year. 
By 
adding the half intl! the Council plans 
to cut ilown the loan, which amounts 
to approximately $2'. 0(m), during tho 
year. 
The announcement of the tax rate 
for the town fixes 
the total rate 
of 
Gettysburg residents ut 22 Vi mills, as 
the county rate 
was levied at eleven 
mills. 
With the total assessed valuation of 
property in Gettysburg estimated at 
11,700,000, the Borough 
will receive 
$21,250, less the expense of making 
the collection. 
To Pave tither Streets 
President C. B. Dougherty of the 
Council announced thut he had learn­ 
ed from an authoritative source that 
the final survey 
of Baltimore 
and 
< ar!iale streets had been made by the 
State Highway Department and that 
the completed 
plans 
had been for­ 
warded 
to 
Highway 
Commissioner 
Smiler. 
The Council was given rea­ 
son to believe that the paving of these 
thoroughfares, which will be the con­ 
nect ing link 
in the roudway 
system 
l>ctween the capital 
of Pennsylvania 
and the national capital, 
is assured 
for this summer. 
It is expected the 
department 
will 
ask bids on 
these 
among the first lettings which will be 
held the latter part of January. 
Finances for the Borough’s share 
of the cost of this work will be pro­ 
vided by the issue of bonds authorized 
by an overwhelming vote of the citi­ 
zens at the special election last Feb­ 
ruary. 
The Borough asked for per­ 
mission to borrow $35,000. 
The officers salaries and the follow­ 
ing bills were ordered paid: William 
F .
